The Postal Telegraph Bill—Investiga- 
tion of the Fraudulent Land Leases 
in the Indian Territery—A Meat Meas- 
ure. . 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, April a. Tue Committee on In- 
dian Affairs has authorized Congressman Peele, 
chairman of the sub-committee on tune Indian 
Territory land leases, to report a re solution to 
the House, authorizing an investigation of the 
large leases of land in the Indian Territory and of 
the alléged improper distribution of the three 
hundred thousand dollars appropriated by the 
last Congress forthe Indians of that territory. 
The full committee will doubtless report a resolu- 
tion to the House aha it wilt be adopted, as will 

anything that looxs toward investigation. 


LATER—The action of the sub-committee on 
Tudian dffiirs in regard to the investigation of 
tne Indian Territory lands has been indorsed 
by the full cemmitree, Mr. Peele, of 
Arkansas, chairman of the sub-committee, 
which reported the resolution, said to a Post- 
DISPATCH correspondent this afternoon that he 
was confident the leases in question had been 


made in direct violation of sections 2.116 and 2,118

This is a 
subjest of creat interes: to several St. Louis peo- 
pie, the amount of land held in lease by two men 
of that city, Aibert D. Evans and Robt. D. Hunter, 
being nearly one million acres. These leases 
were made over a year ago for a term of ten yeurs, 
the parties agreeing to pay tothe Indians two 
cents per acre per year for the rent of the lands.

© Canal, especially the Iowa members, to go be- 
ore. the Birrer and Harbor Committee and 
urge the insertion of aclause inthe River and 
Hur vor. bill, appropriating half a million for the 
Heunepth They say frankly that the Hen- 
uepin Canal bill, as reported from the 
Committee on Rallways and Canals, 
117 one miliion for the Hennepin Canal, 
is 80 faF down on the calendar that there is no 
hope of reaching it this session, aud sa the only 
hope for the canal is to get it into the River and 
Harbor bill. The members of the committee in- 
sist that they have no power to insert canal ap- 
propriations in the River and Harbor bill, and 
that if they open the doors to one canal they 
must load down their biil with every canal in the 
country. Mr, Wright is undecided whether it is 
his duty under the resolutions of the convention 
10 80 before’ the cominittee in behalf of the. 
Hennepin Canal or not. 


THE SENATE. 
Mr. Hill from the 


Committee on Post Offices 
and Post Roads reported tavorably the original 
bill to establish a Postal Telegraph system. Mr. 
Hill remarked that the commiltee were uani- 
mous as to the first ten sections of the bill, which 
relate to doing the work by contracts with exist-

chase or construction of lines by the Government, 
The provision relating to the lwbility of the 
coutracting company for failure to correctly and 
romptiy transmit messages has been amended 
¥ limiting sueh liability to 590 times the amount 
uid for transmission. Two new features have 

u ed tothe bill. The first authorizes the 
contracting Company to empluy a Postmaster as 
its agent and operator at any postal telegraph 
office where the telegraphic receipts are ipsuf- 
ficient to pay he salary of an operator, and to 
pay bim a conimission not exceeding 50 per cent 
of the charges on messages transmitted from 
such office, The second requires the Postmaster- 
General to secure provisions im the contract 
which shall protect postal telegrams against dis- 
crimination in the order of Wansmission in favor 
of telegrams received at such companies’ offices 
a8 are not operated under the provisions ot this 
bill, The eontraet system remains the most 
prominent feature of the bill, and is not widely 
different trom the scheme of the Postal Tele- 
graph Company, except that it empowers the 

ostmaster-General to receive bids from any tele- 
graph company for the contract. The provisions 
relating to the establishmeut of a Government 
system are pure and simple in the event no 
satisfactory contract with established companies 
is secured, and are a combination of the features 
of the Hill and Edmunds bills.

The position of a governess is naturally aa 
ambiguous one, and difficulties surround it 
on every side. As the profession is over- 
crowded, so it is almost inevitably under- 
id. Ladies have drifted into the position 
use so Very few other means of makin 
a livelihood were open to them. This is 
much as to say that thousands of women 
with no natural voration for the task be- 
came teachers. At the best the relations be- 
tweea the governess and the family with 
which she lives are dificuit. To keep them 
pleasant requires extraordinary tact and 
good temper on both sides. A guest who is 
always there, a perpetual third beside has- 
band aud wife, has a hard part, and so have 
the wife and husband. The big brothers are 
a dreadful Plasue do governesses—the big 
brothers and the big tousins. These have a 
way of loafing in the school-room, and of 
expecting to find the children always ready 
to amnee them, which is paturally mest 
annoying to the teacher. 
Even worse than the war which big 
brothers orp ape to wage with governesses is 
the chance that they may fan in love 
with the maidens. This causes a ——— 
fear in the minds of some mothers, and here 
again is a new difficuity in this most arduous 
profession. White the family and the

ife of the governess becomes a burden to 
her, it would be unfair to blink the fact that 
some governesses run ahead, so to speak, to 
meet trouble before it comes, ‘They expect 
to be persecuted, and are on the lookout for 
slights and weongs. It is difficult to blame 
a temper so natural, though so uniacky, ina 
young woman whose position is difficult, 
and Whose past life has probably not been 
fortunate, Probably a partial solution for 
the position of governess will be found in 
the education of girls at day schools. These 
are being much improved with happy re- 
sults to all concerned. The teachers at such 
schools are infinitely more independent than 
governesse 8 can be.

INDIAN SUPERSTITION. 
They Refuse to Traffic in Land Because 


of the Dust Are They Made. 
Umatilla Correspondence of the Portiand Oregonian 
In answer to a request made by a delega- 
tion of Columbia River Indians to the com- 
mander at Fort Walla Walla, for a cenfer- 
ence where they might be permitted to state 
their grievances and get information and 
advice concerning the locating of their land 
by the whites, Capt. Upham of the First 
Cavalry, by appointment, meta delegation 
on Saturday, March 15. The delegation con- 
sisted of some forty of the wget © men of 
the bands, among them sever chiefs or sub- 
chiefs of bands, viz.: Boscappa, Mool Mool, 
Wishnotta, Stock, Siskiou, and Blind Jim. 
They were 5 gotten up for the 
occasion, and although they toil not, neither 
do they spin, yet Solomon in all his glory 
was not arrayed like one of them. Jehu 
Switzier, a prominent stock man of Uma- 
tilla, acted as interpreter. Their troubles 
were, in addition to the jumping of the 
ranch of Siskiou, near Long island by John 
Taylor, the locating of their old stamping 
ground directly opposite the town of Uma- 
tilla, by the proprietors of the Umatilia 
ferry, avert & Boyd. The red man in 
both instances has notice to vacate the prem- 
ises and seek for greener fields and pastures 
new. The claim of the ferry men includes 
their burial grounds, and the Indians very 
naturally object to having it turned into a 
garden patch for the avaricious white man. 
Capt. Upham read them the law pertinent 
to their case, which, through Mr. Switzler, 
was made perfectiy plain and understood by 
them all. In order to hold land it was nec- 
31 to sever their tribal relations, declare 
their intentions to become citizens, and then 
file on the land in every respect asa white 
man. As the whites were rapidly settling 
up the land he urged upon them the necessi- 
ty of atiending to this at once if they wished 
to secure homes for themselves and families; 
otherwise they would be forced, in the near 
future, to live upon the reservatien, as no 
land would be left them.

A PIUTE MAIDEN. 


Married to a Piute Brave and Then Re- 
turning to Eurekain Sorrow. 
Eureka (Nev.) Cor. New York Sun. 
The sorrows of Maggie Knight,a Piute 
Indian 
here. She is 


rettier than the far-famed 
Princess Sarah Winnemucca, and fuliy as 
bright, though not so well educated. She 
abandoned her tribe a few years ago, owing 
to the horror which seme of the practices of 
the Indians inspired in ber. She was pres- 
ent when the tribe stoned old Chief Winne- 
mucca’s widow to death, and was compelled 
by the fanatical leaders to take part in that 
sacrifice, Taking refuge in Eureka soon 
after this occurrence, she was kindly cared 
for by the white people, and in time secured 
work in a private family. She re- 
nounced her barbarous friends, threw 
aside her Indian toggery, and ap- 
peared frequently on the streets neatly 
attired in stylish civilized garb. For a long 
time Maggie's trim figure was familiar to the 
citizens of Eureka. She learned to speak 
English correctly, and, in consequence of her 
virtuous life, — habits, and attrac- 
tive appearance, she became quite a celeb- 
rity. Noone ever supposed thatshe would 
relapse to barbarism, but this she did a few 
weeks ago. 

For several months she had been receiving 
visits from a young Piute brave, and he 
finally induced her to marry him and return 
to the roving life of the tribe. Disposing of 
her handsome dresses and retaining only her 
high heeled shoes, she appeared on the 
streets here one day wearing a short white 
dress trimmed with blue and * a in a 
coarse red blanket. Her jaunty turban had 
vanished and her long black hair streamed in 
the wind. The remonstrances of her friends 
were in yain. The dusky lover 
pleaded toe hard and the impulses of 
her race were too strong te permit her to 
listen to the advice of the whites. Bidding 
all her acquaintances farewell, she set out 
for the mountains, the 8 In- 
dian maid in the country. Nothing was 
heard from her until one day Wis week, 
when she came into town bruised and 
bieeding from many wounds, her gaiters 
and stockings gone, her white and biue 
frock torn and bedraggled and her warm 
red blanket replaeed by a cheap and greasy 
Government affair. She had been found in 
her wickiup by some friendly Piutes who 
were passing, and who, yielding to her ear- 
nest solicitation, had carried her to town. 
The poor creature was delighted to be 
among her friends ence more, and it did not 
take the ladies of Eureka long to fix her up 
again in becoming attire.

GLAD STONE’S FRANCHISE BILL. 

The passage of the franchise bill by a 
majority of 180, during Monday evening’s 
session of the House of Commons, was a 
terrible disappointment to the C ati ves. 
They were eonfident that they had the 
Gladstone Ministry in a cul de sac between 
Irish disloyalty and Liberal dissatisfaction 
with His Egypttan policy, on the one hand, 
and the opposition of Tories and the Whig 
aristocracy to the franchise bill, on the 
other. It was on this bill that they expected to 
disrupt the Ministerial majority and force an 
appeal to the country, under circumstances 
favorable to the combination of givers 
dissatisfied elements against GLADSTONE— 
not by direct opposition to the proposed ex- 
tension of suffrage, byt by demanding that 
Mr. GLADSTONE’s entire scheme of reap- 
portionment and representative reform 
should be presented as a whole and stand or 
fal! on the merits of all its parts. 

The borough seats having been placed at 
the disposal of the working class, the ex- 
tension of the suffrage to about 2,000,000 
agricultural laborers, as proposed by this 
bill, was too popular to be succegsfully op- 
posed, Butas this extension would place 
the county seats also at the disposal of the 
working class, and confessedly the- least in- 
telligent element of that class, there was the 
usual cry of danger from trusting all power 
to the hands of the poor, the ignorant and 
the excitable masses. So, while pretending 
to assent to it with proper checks, the 
opposition demanded that it should be 
accepted only as part of a complete scheme 
of representative reform, from which the 
danger of agrarian and proletarian excesses 
might be averted by a redistribution of seats 
and a system of proportional representation 
which would secure the minority always its 
proper proportion of seats in the House. 

This kind of opposition was shrewd, but it 
has failed in the Commons, and é¢an now 
serve only as a pretext for the continued re- 
jection of the bill by the Lords. The latter 
may wjthhold their approyal, pending the 
submission of the further Parliamentary re- 
form bills, hoping thus to give the Opposi- 
tion a chance to attack the scheme as a whole. 
But GLADSTONE is an old campaigner, and, 
with 180 majority for his franchise bill, will 
not be likely to throw away the advantage 
he now has over any opposition the other 
house can offer. 

In contributing to this victory, the Par- 
nellites have paved the way to great ame- 
liorations of the situation in Ireland, Every 
modern extension of the suffrage in England 
has softened the rigor of British rule in the 
neighboring island, and has been vindicated 
by the progress of Great Britain in all that 
tends to make its people prosperous, power- 
fuland happy. The whole history of uni- 
versal suffrage in this country gives us faith 
that it will work well in the land of our fore- 
fathers. We have not found that extensions 
of suffrage render wealth and intelligence 
unable to take care of themselves or deprive 
them of their just and proper influence.

THE BOILING POT. 

The bubbies gathering and rising to the 
surface show that the political pot is begin- 
ning to boil. All over the country district 
and State conventions are being held, and in 
every State and in every county there are 
active and busy preparations going on for 
the impending campaign. | 

It is the fashion to deprecate political ex- 
eitement anf agitation and to wish that 
there were not so much of it. Thoughtless 
and timid souls are frightened at the rival- 
ries and contentions, and deplore the inter- 
ruption of work and disturbance of business 
resulting from the intense and absorbing at- 
tention given to questions of politics. 

This is only the talk of old women. In 
truth there is not enough attention paid to 
politics, The interest taken in political 
questions is not deep and intense enough, 
and instead of deprecating campaign activ- 
ity it would be better if there were more of 
it. Instead of discouraging the people who 
take an interest in politics, it would be the 
part of wisdom to interest more people in it, 
until all political affairs, the least as well as 
the greatest, should be made the personal 
concern of every citizen. 

There is not dnough political activity, The 
people of this country do not appreciate 
their position as thoroughly as they should. 
They do not know how well off they are. 
They have obtained, without an effort, such 
a heritage of political freedom as no other 
nation has ever yet wrested out from centu- 
ries of struggle and sacrifice. They are 
their own masters with no inherited royal 
families or house of lords, or hereditary pau- 
pers, or standing armies, or national hatreds, 
and whatever wrongs or evils they suffer can 
come only from their own fault. 

Like spendthrift heirs we take our pos- 
sessions as part of the order of nature, heed- 
less of the possibility of running through 
with our estate. It does not cecur to us that 
it muy be wasted by mismagement or neg- 
lect, and disappear unless well steparded. 
Already we have made inroads on our fort- 
une. The cozening land has filched 
a goodly cantie from our farm, the political 
bess and the corporation monopolist have 
setup functions of moparchy; we w 
with indifference the growth of the standing 
army of political hirelings, the ward bum- 
office-seeker,

LOOK OUT FOR A PANIC. 


What the Present Great Depression in 
Wheat Means. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 9.—The great depression in 
wheat in.Chieago on Mouday to 79 ½%e for May No. 
2 spring was also felt in this market, although it 
reacted to 82%. Just a month ago the price of 
wheat was $1 11%, and now it is 97% fer May 
in this city. Mr, Lindley of the firm 
of Field, Lindley & Co., who are 
prominent “bears,” said: Tune chief cause for 
this depreciation ts the impatience of our p eopie 
for foreign trade to come forward as buyers, 
The steady decline here has depressed the 
market on the other side, and our rallies are 80 
brief that foreign trade has no time to re-6stab- 
lish its confidence. Another cause is the lara e 
stock of grain held throughout the world, es- 
pecially in England, coupled with the favorable 
outlook for the new crop. All letters from abroad 
speak of a bountiful crop, while in this country, 
aud especially on the Pacific coast, 


the prospects were never better. Of course this 1s 
ouly in winter wheat; spriug wheat is not yet 
sown. 

“Do you think this steady decline wil con 
tinue?’ 

“That is hard to tell. We have reached guch 
low prices that Europe may become a larger pur- 
chaser. The exports of grain from New York 
are greater now than fer some time past. The 
stocks ol corn held abroad are not 80 large as of 
wheat. In the south of England 

TURNIPS ARE 50 PLENTIFUL 
that they are deing plowed under, 
affecting the consumption of corn * cattle, while 
potatoes are also so plentiful as to take the vlace 
of bread toa great extent, which partially ge- 
counts for the accumulated stocks, Then again 
our last year’s crop was rather poor, aud 
we have been mixing No. 2 red with r Wheat, 
which has unqoubtedly caused its depreciation 
abroad. There isa probability of still lower 
prices before the harvest, which is still three 
months off. Althouch India is our nightmare and 
the other countries are trying to oust us, 
the fact thatiin 1879 our exports of grain were 4. 
000,000 busheis, while in 1883 they were 37,000,000, 
shows that we are in the ascendeney.“
